As fish go, Jarbidge River bull 
trout aren’t much to look at 
A typical specimen is about 
-eight inches long and -weighs 
less than a pound. They are 
char, vdiich is a member of the 
satmonid family, and they 
spawn in the. fall; they are tech- 
mcally known as Salvelimus con- 
fluentus.

“In the summertime, the water 
is just too hot," he said, noting 
that temperatures in the main- 
stem Jarbidge can hit 60 to 6S 
degrees.

ADDISON, Texas < AP) — Erica 
Turner was hot, flushed and 
sweaty Saturday in the area’s 
13th consecutive day of triple- 
digit heat. But she was outside 
voluntarily, one among 6,000 
amateur volleyball players play- 
ing in a tournament Satunlay in 
this Dallas suburb.

So, even as Pi^ime Minister 
Sergd Kiriyenko was calling for 
drastic budget cuts and hefty 
new taxes, Russians continued to 
spend as if nothing was amiss, 
especially in affluent Moscow. 
Sales of cars, televisions and 
other pricey consumer goods 
have bm unaffected, Polatayev 
observed. 

What’s more, those businesses 
that had adjusted to Ruuia’s new 
market economy are thriving. 

“This financial crisis hasn’t 
affected us at all. We’re pbuming 
to expand,” gloated Nadeahda 
Kusmino, a spokeswoman for 
Liainosovsky Dairy, -bne of 
■Russia's mosrsueeessful’food pro-' 
cessing companies. 
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But Liaznozovsky is hardly the 
rule.

tanker. It takes a long time.’' 

Nearly half of working Davis 
County residents cdmmUie else- 
where to work, most coking bloat- 
. ed Interstate 15 into SalrLakc 
County. Traffic slows or stops 
daily between Farmington and 
Bountiful in peak hours. 

The Utah Department of 
Transportation expects traffic to 
incrca.se 120 percent to 345,000 
cars a day over the next 20 
years. 

Tltc solution to iliis point, being

Although the federal govern- 
ment is phasing out farm subsidies " 
through the market transition 
payment, non-recourse loans ore 
sdll available. 

To qualify, 'farmers must be por- 
ddpadng in the market-minsidon 
program and harvested on etigble 
crop. Individuals must also retain 
a behefidal interest in the com- 
modity by holding dtlc to the com- 
, modiiy, controlling the crop or by 
being at risk for loss, said Jim 
McLaughlin, head of the FSA 


office in Twin Falls.' Landlords 
who receive a share of the crop 
arc also eligible for these pro- 
grams. 

Wheat and barley growers 
stand to gain the most from the 
loan program. At harvest, growers 


must decide to place the crop 
under loan or reedve a loan defi- 
dency payment. If a grower signs 
a contract or sells'the crop before 
contacting FSA, the crop is no 
longer eligible for a loan d^den-. 
cy payment, McLaughlin said.
